A Veterau Naturalist Tails IIOM to Caleb 
mill Keep Tin-in. 

Tho electric lights of our towns— still 
bi tter those ut country and seaside re- 
aorta— are wonderful helps to the young 
entoinologlHt. At Coney Island, for 
example, yOU may sen from early in 
tho ovcnlng till Into into the boars of tho 
morning vast clouds of fuscinuted In- 
sects circling round and dashing against 
the lamps, to fall at last to the ground, 
and easy prey to tho collector. 

Will you accept from a veteran, who 
cuptured his first "darning-needle" 
many years BgO, a few him. us to 
means for studying uqiiullu insects 
When spending my vacations at tho 
lakes or on the sou-shore, I always tnko 

with me a omnia of nets of what ass 

known to tho hardware trade us 
painted tubs. These tubs uro very 
light and handy, and are tip-top for 

1 bug things in; they cost about two 

dollars u nest. In these tubs 1 start 
my fresh und salt-water aipiaria, and 
study the habits of various fresh-water 
Insects and itnimuls. 

All fresh-water insects rise to tho 
surfiue to breutho, for which fact they 
very easy to keep in confinement; 
but remember they uro ull voracious, 
and will destroy one another if not fed 
either on fresh meat, Iii.li or worms, 
and also bear in mind that they ull 
bare Hying wings, and, unless the tubs 
hnvo netted covers, they will get nwuy. 
In the bottom of the tubs I place tttwo- 
inch layer of tine river sand. In tho 
suud I plunt any of tho finer und most 
attractive of water plutits, taking caro 
that they have roofs, and not to crowd 
thorn two closely together. Theso 
plunts nre absolutely necessary for tho 
comfort und health of your specimens, 
and they tilso mid greatly to the bcuuty 
of tho aquaria, n* well us teach les- 
sons In eq Unite botany. The tubs should 
bo plneed where the morning sun shines 
on them from ono to two hours. 

All bug-like creatures found in fresh 
wuter, whose bodies uro long und of a 
dirty while or greenish color, aru the 
bubies of vnrious Water Insecta. Every 
one of these wuter bubies has u fearful 
appetite, and all are provided by nat- 
ure w ith a special equipment of "gul- 
ly-nippers." books, Madias und clumps 
for capturing their food; but, of ull 
food for water babies, earth-worms uro 
tho best. All the water beetles will 
construct their nests when confined 
nud properly taken cure of in on 
aquarium. It is very amusing to place 
a number of houso-ilies on tho surfaeo 
of tho water and wutch tho "applc- 
amallora" nha aa after them; or, batter 

still, water spiders, in fact, there is 
no end to tho instruction and enter- 
tuinuient that can bo grained by study- 
ing tho habits of our most common 
wutc^- InsccU.— (JoliU-H Days.

Our witehology Is lull, detailed and 
graphic. Kvery palsano can tell you 
I heir strnngo habits, their marvelous 
powers and their baleful deeds. They 
never Injure tho dumb animals, but 
woo to tho human being who in- 
curs their displeasure! Few, Indeed, 
uro bold enough lo bravo their wrath. 
If a wilrh asks for food, wood, cloth- 
lug or any thing olso, nouo *dare say 
her nay. Nor dare any ono eat what 
a witch proffers; for, if ho do, sonio 

animal, all re and gnawing will form 

in his stomach. Hy dr.y tho witches 
wear their familiar form, but nt night, 
dressed in strange animal shapes thoy 
lly abroad to hold witch meetings in 
tho mountains or lo wreak their ovil 
wills. In a dark night you may 9eo 
thorn Hying through the sky liko so 
many balls of fire, and there are com- 
paratively few Mexicans In tho Terri- 
tory who hnvo not soen this weird 
sight. For those nocturnal sallies tho 
witches wear their own bodies, but 
lake Iho logs and eyes of n cuyoto or 
other animal, leaving their own at 
home. Juan l'erea. a mnlo witch, who 
died hero ill Sail Mateo some months 
ttgo, met with tt strange misfortune in 
f this wise: 11 • had gone off with tho 
eyes of u cat, and during his absencu 
a dog knocked over thn table and 
ate up Juan's eyes; so Iho tinforluiialo 
I witch had to wonr cat'a oyes all tho 
st of his life. 

Before they can fly, witches nro 
obliged to cry out: "Sin Dins, sin 
Sauia Maria!" ("Without God nud 
without thn Holy Virgin.") Wheio- 
BOOB they mount up Into tho air with- 
out difllciilty. If you aru on good 
terms with a witch you may porsundo 
her lo carry you on net back from 
ben to N'tv York In n second. 
She blindfolds you and enjoins 
striot silonco. If you uttor a 
word you find yotirsolf nlono in 
soiuo vast wilderness, and if yon cry 
"(lid snvo mo!" you fall from n fear- 
ful height to thn ground — but are 
luckily never killed by the fall. Thoro 
tire several courageous pooplo in tho 
Territory who have mado Jottrnoys 
lints upon the backs of tho witches. 
A: least thoy uro ready to swour ao, 
and they llnil 10 000 believers to ono 
skeptic. Una striking peculiarity 
about ;,•,.» Mexico witches is that any 
ono nninod Juan or Jttana (John or 
Jane) can catch thoni, and that no 
one else can except a priest with holy 
wator. To cm eh nwlicli, Jnnn draws 
a nluo-foot clrcloon tho ground, Itirns 
his shirt inside out, nndcries: "Vedgn. 
burial" ("coiuo, witch") whoreupon 
the witch has to fall Inside tho circle, '. 
nml Juan has her completely in bis 
powor. This ability to catch witches, 
however, is soldom exorcised, for lot 
Junn onco catch n witch and all tho 
othor witches in the country join 
hands and whip him lo death. — A'eie 
Motet tor. fit. Louit (Jlubc-UvMcroL 



Habits of the Chinch Bug. 

Tho chinch bug belongs to that or- 
dor of insects that huve the (interior 
wings or wing covers transparent to- 
ward tho end, the bftta wings straight 
nud unphiitod, and that feed on vege- 
table or animal juices by means of a 
slicker-tube. It is about onc-scventh 
of mi Inch long, with whlto wing cov- 
ers, it|H>n each of which is a short con- 
tra! lino mid a largo marginal ovul 
spot of black; tho remainder of tho 
body is (dank and downy; tho bonk, 
legs, base of antciKO, uud hinder edge 
of thorax Is n reddish yellow, und tho 
forepart of the thorax is grayish. Tho 
young uro without wings, und ut first 
nre u bright red, und oblUOge gradu- 
ally to the colors of tho adult. Tho 
eggs uro laid in tho ground, und the 
young appear on tho wheat generally 
about tho middle of Juno. There are 
two broods in u season, the second one, 
which appears in tho full, hibernating. 
The favorite plueo for this retirement 
is in nny rubbish, grass, straw, fodder 
or mniiuro pile, from which tho hiber- 
na te a Issuo in tho spring. The reme- 
dies tried hnvo been numberless, but 
nothing has been wholly effectual. 
lVofcssor Forbes bus found kerosino 
mi exeelcnt specific. Much cold rain 
destroys thorn to u greut extent. Sev- 
eral species of lady-birds uro their eao- 
tnius. — Chicago Inlcr-Uccan.

Heat the annual; his advice was asked 
ami followed. It is vory different 
now. A sick horso has a regular vet 
eriaarlan to attend him. the sumo as t 

sick man hai a regular physician to 

nllond him. Diseases aro boiler un- 
derstand now Ihnn thoy wore former- 
ly. Tho thernpeutlo valuo of cortnin 
drugs now used for horses was not 
known twenty years ago except to a 

few foreign practitioners. Horses 
suffer from BieUy of tho sumo disoases 
Hint till! el man. This is not .surpris- 
ing When wo consider how closely 
men nud ttnlmnls nro connected. For 
tallaaoO, almost every thing wo know 
about either tho physiological or 

pathological action of madlajuo is 

drawn from experiments mado on Iho 
lower saimahv dogs, cats, horses, 
oxen, etc. Thoy have pneumonia, 
pleurisy, iiillnmmntlnu of tho bowels, 
colic— especially Iho led colic (when 

occurring in man callod enteritis), 

which is ono of I he most fttSl dlSSMnt. 
killing a horso quicker than n man. 
Horses frequently suffer from heart 
disease— enlargement of tho heart. 
Irregular action of the valves angina 

pectoris or Inflammation of tho cover- 
ings around tho heart. Thoy hnvo 
brain disease, and ono of tho most 
dangerous animals in tho world is a 

horso with aciuu inflammation of iho 

brain. I liavo scon thoni tear their 
■talll nil to pieces. This dreadful 
disease It brought on by sunstroke, 
nml soniotimes by damp stalls and 
generally bad hygionic conditions 
Medicine is glron to horses in liquid 
form nml also as pills, and is forcod 
down Iho throat through n sneculum, 
nfler tho mouth has been opened Willi 
the same instrument. 

"A horse that is lazy can sham sick- 
ness just Iho snino as n man. I onco 
owned a horse who, whenever he took 
a notion lo take an oxlra rest, would 
limp llowlyoul of tho stable and make 
bsllSTS he was lame. 

"The profession of veterinary sur- 
geon is SB) fxcelont ono for young 
men. It is a profession that is not 
overcrowded, and the young man who 
has tho necessary capabilities and the 
requisite amount of push needed In 
any avocation will almost always Hud 
plenty to do.. Our Government is 
however, slower than it should bo in 
recognizing tho value of this class of 
professional mailt lit tho regular 

army veterinary surgeons aro classed 

as farriers and taken in tho ranks as 
enlisted men. Their pay Is from $75 
lo |100 a month. In private praclico 
the rates of the veterinary surgeon are 
tho sumo ns thnso of tho medical 
practitioner. The need of skillful men 
who know how lo treat Intelligently 
tbsdteSSSSS of animals is shown by n 
few statistics giving tho number and 
value of some of the domestic animals 
in the United States. Thesj statistics 
woro taken four yoars ago. There 
wero then in the V tited Stales 10 838.- 
111 horses, valued nt $78) Ml 3)8; 
1.871 07!) inules. valued nt $148,73* - 
S'JO; 13 12.'. Ca'. iitileh cows, valued nt 
ISIW.67i.S0S, and 28 048.077 oxen nml 
other tattle, rained at Still.

Ilor People Like It, llonco No One I 1 ■>■ 

Una a Rlsht io Orumbla, 

Ksasans liko their climate. Wo 
have iucldoutnlly noticed already 
(omo of the facts thai help to consti- 
tute cliinntc. One or two moro claim 
some attention. Tho division of the 
Stato by tho groat watershed marks 
two climatic districts It Is, on tho 
whole, cooler north of that line. Wel- 
lington, In Iho Arkansas Valley, has a 
moan annual temperature oao*flfth of 
a dogroo higher than Fort U loy. 
whoso elevation is about tho same in 
the K iw Valloy. South of tho divide, 
peaches nro more rnroly Injured by 
frosl. Along tho water-shod nnd to 
tho north the wheal Is nt lis best. Tho 
rainfall dncreasos westerly. A< fur 
wost us the 9J.li meridian ilu precipi- 
tation is about tho samo us in Kn- 
glnniL West uf tho 100th meridian 
thoro is loss than twenty inches 
per annum. More Ihnn half tho 
rain fulls in thu live months April lo 
August. The autumn nud winter nro 
therefore sunny and dry. It is, how- 
ever, fully boliovcd that the culture of 
thirty yenrs has modified Iho climnto.

Mil. PmiidBXT:— 1 havo been se- 
lected by the Iiopkiusvlllc Commer- 
cial Club to speak for that body, in 
the interest of Christian county. I 
was instructed not to sound her 
praises on account of the million bush- 
els of corn, snd the million bushels of 
wheat thst sho raises every > cur ; nor 
the ..•>.•••« bushels of oats,' nor yet of 
tho Unity million (:SO,000,(KX>) pounds 
Of tobacco BOW growing there— the 
grandest crop of tobacco ever slin k 
In tho ground, in that or any other 
country ;— because they said these 
things are read and known of all 
men. Kvcry man that hascver heard 
of Christian county (and all tobacco 
men have) knows that sho raises 
more tohac:o, and better tobacco than 
any other county of the same area In 
the world. Kvcry miller in the 
I 'nitcd States, if lie is up with the 
times, will tell you that Christian 
county wheat Is superior toany wheat 
raised east of Co orado, and only 
equaled by that of Colorado, ami per 
haps California, for milling purposes 
Therefore, they 6aid to me, "Don'i 
talk about wheal, and corn, ami to- 
bacco, but talk about our "hidden re- 
sources." All right ; I'll try. 

Hut the fact is the old moss-backs 
and objectors, and the young grum- 
blers and croakers have been so nu- 
merous all over western Kentucky

them up." Gentlemen, there if iron 
for you until you can't rest, iron that 
is said to have commanded on the 
market from |1, 60 to 50 per ton, 
more than any olhcr iron ever made 
And all this within an averago of ten 
miles from Christian county, and 
about twenty-live miles from Hop* 
kinsvillc, through which sll roads 
must come that lead to Trigg. 

What do you say of the iron re- 
sources of my neighborhood ? Don't 
you think they ought to be devel- 
oped ? I will tell you : wo went our 
people 10 begin to think, and through 
these clubs is to bo expected that 
"consiimatiou most devoutly to be 
wished." 

What else? Tho whole western 
part of the state is resting on the bos- 
om, as wc may say, of tho fittest 
health giving mineral waters. Se- 

bree, and Dawson, and Cerulean, and 
Crittenden Springs with their iron, 
aud sulphur, and magnesia, and salt 
are almost enough to make one say 
that Ponce de Leon missed h but a 
st.q> when he went to I'lorida instead 
of Kentucky, in his vain endeavor to 
discover the fountain of perpetual 
youth. 

Hut I call your attention to the 
vory interesting subject of hard-oaks 
and other hard timber for manufac- 
turing purposes. What say you to 
50,000 acres of huge oak trees, skirt- 
ing ami within tbc northern bounda- 
ry of Christian county like a wilder- 
ness? Such is the estimate given me 
by the best posted, ami perhaps the 
most reliable statistician on the sub- 
ject in llopkinsville. The entire se- 
rf-age ot woodland in Christian coun- 
ty is given in round numbers at 90,- 
lix) acres, lint this grsud growth of 
hard wood has never been utilized to 
advantage. True it Is, thst we hsve 
saw -mills scattered through those 
woods in great numbers; but they 
aro simply destroying the finest tim- 
bers or using it for the commonest 
purposes ; and we ncod to have our 
wealth In this regard developed. Of 
OOUrSe, what I say of Christian is 
largely, if not equally true of Muh- 
Icnbtirir and Caldwell counties — per- 
haps of Hopkins and Logan (at least 
in a measure). Don't you see that 
somebody with money needs brains 
'Hough to force him into Cbristisu 
■ouuty ? 

Another thing: There nover was 
a better grating country than Chris- 
tian county. Blue grass, it Is true, 
ioes not grow here ss it does in the 
'title grass section of tho state, and 
yet If does grow, and is indiginoiis 
to the soil. And as for other grasses, 
clover, etc , no olhcr county in the 
Union can produce them more abun- 
dantly, lint what do you find ? The 
pitiliul exhibit of 5,000 tons of hay 
saved. It ought to bo 50,000 tons 
and not a sprig less. Hut this Indus- 
try is not given a living chance. I 
know but one single man in all Chris- 
tian county who has had the shrewd- 
ness to make his living by the sweat 
of his hay mower; and he has had 
such a good time looking atthcgraBs 
grow, and visiting the girls, that he 
has recently written a book dcclar- 
lugthat a man has a righttoas many 
wives as roosters and other creatures 
have that livo on grass. I may add, 
however, that he is not married. 

Now, I wish that some good stock 
men With capital would come down 
and double their wealth raising stock 
on Christian county grasses. 25,000 
horses, and mules, and cattle la too 
small an averago for Christian coun- 
ty ; 115,000 liogs is too small an an- 
nual growth for so wealthy a county. 
We ought to ship at least twice that 
mi in Iter yearly. I invite tho atten- 
tion of millers to the fact that, with 
sll our corn snd whest, we hsvo on- 
ly two merchant mills in llopkins- 
ville, and only six in the wholo coun- 
ty. I call yonr attention to the fact 
il. al, with all our tobacco, there Is 
not a tobacco factory in the county, 
except a small uuo at Pembroke. All 
shipped away in hogsheads. Let 
cspitalists look, and sec, snd know 
their opportunities, Only last week 
our i .numerical Club saw this open- 
ing and set to woric. The result was 
a private stock company was formed, 
capita! unknown. If any of you 
waul a L'ood investment call on my 
friend Ilassett, and he'll tell you 
what to do with your money. With 
all our limestone wc have but one 
limekiln in the county which docs s 
shipping business, snd the cspaclty 
ofthatlstiO barrels per day. And 
thoy do say that it is better lime than 
the celebrated lime made at Erin, 
Tenn. 



out and cheaper fruight. How are 
wc going to get them ? Through the 
llopkinsville Commercial Club. Al- 
ready a proposition is pending for a 
grand trunk railroad from Chicago 
to the (iulfof Moxico, right through 
llopkinsville ; and the timo is not far 
Off, I trust, when we shall be able to 
show you several competing lines of 
railroads all centering at llopkins- 
ville; when the more than $1,000 per 
day paid at llopkinsville alone, 
lor imports and passenger faros will 
pay the freights oil double the pres- 
ent receipts ; when the tanner will 
get ton ceuts a bushel more for their 
wheat than now, on account of com- 
petition in rates; whon stcsm facto- 
ries aud mills will line our railroads ; 
and mining operations culivcn and 
enrich our northern hills; and when 
a laughing and prosperous people 
will rise up and cull the Commercial 
Clubs of Kentucky blessed.

The Metal whioh is to Revolution- 
ize the World. 

It la reported at the Easmi Krupp 
gun works, near Cologne, (icrmany, 
the metal aliimiuin is being rapidly 
turned out in 100 pound ingots at a 
cost of twenty-live cents per pound, 
says a Chicago Tribune writer. If 
tliis is true, its full signilleaiioo is not 
realized by tbo publie, for this silvery 
metal ia the most abundant in nature 
Common clay everywhere contains 
from two to ten pounds of it in every 
JOO pounds. It is, therefore, more 
common than iron or all the metals 
taken together. Tho cost of cxlracf- 
ing it has been the great and onlv 
hindrance to its general ttso. In 1863 
Its value was $210 per pound, and the 
following ycar.a chemical discovery 
dropped its price to tU. A steady 
decrease since thon has taken place to 
about |5 per pound, at which price 
its usea arc enormous, but nothing to 
compare with the alleged Krupp 
twenty-llvo cent value. As iron 
weighs three timos as much, and is, 
therefore, one-third aa bulky as al- 
uminum, when tho latter can be ob- 
tained at three times the price of Iron 
that metal will bo supplanted rapidly. 
I. ven at tho Krupp price it will pay 
to build railroad trains of aluminum, 
because of the greatly reduced weight 
afforded. This dead weight of trains 
Isaprodigous expense to railways, 
nine tenths of which could bo saved 
by constructed frieght ami passen- 
ger trains ol aluminium vYalgblog 
from half a ton to a ton each. The 
adaptapility for this purpose may bo 
Instantly seen in roughly stating al- 
uminum to bo far stronger than 
steel and lighter than chalk. Loco- 
motives neediug traction weight ma- 
terially in proportion to the dimin- 
ished dead weight, or the eld engine 
unchanged would ho enabled to add 
ten aluminium cars for each one of 
the old style. It would ho equival- 
ent to doubling t lie freighting capac- 
ity by counting the weight of present 
cars and their contents as equal in 
reducing tho car weight to a practic- 
al zero. 

Aluminium conducts electricity 
better than \rou' the comparison be- 
ing ono-third as well as copper, while 
iron is one-seventh, hence aluminium 
will bo used for telepraph lines. The 
metal being so light and strong' inch 
rods of it will hold up tho wires 
as well as the largest telegraph poles 
under greatly reduced weight. 

Nouses could be easily conslructed 
by pouring the metal into ordinary 
Baud or metal moulds. It molts easier 
than silver. Every part of tho domi- 
cile could be caBt on tbo spot in this 
way into a solid mass of metal more 
rigid and durable than stone. Mova- 
ble parts such as doors, windows, 
transoms, scuttles, could he made of 
tho same bright metal, and juet as 
heavy or light as desired. 

Ships larger than the Ureal East- 
ern, with loss draught, could be con- 
structed nearly cntiroly of alii minium, 
including the machinery and boilers, 
which at present weigh down vessels 
seriously. 

Tho stono ago h eld fast our ancesl ros 
in a condition but little bolter than 
that of our arboriginal progenitors, 
the apes ; the bronze age was a great 
step ahead, and the iron age ushered 
in civilization and made it possible. 
We are now living in t lie latter part 
ofthat period, and beholding the 
dawn of the aluminium age, which 
will confer blessing millions of times 
greater than can be understood under 
existing circumstances. The possi- 
bilities af cheap aluminium arc limit- 
loss. Aerial navigation will be effect 
ually settled, and monstrous alutrlin 
ium airships will literally glvowingi 
to commerce, and settle (ho tarill 
qnestlon by rendering trade as free fs 
the medium iu which it will bo con 
ducted. Cities of solid aluminium 
will spring up every wherc-firc-proof, 
indestructible, paved with the whit 
metal, lighted by electricity passing 
over aluminium wires to towers of the 
same Bubstanco. ltailway bod', 
sleepers, ties, rails, bridges and all, 
will be cast solidly in their places, 
with airy aluminium palacocarsdai 
ing over them 100 miles an hour 
more. Floating bridges can lie built 
upon the seas wido rivers can be 
spanned by cobwebby but strong 
structures at small expense, and in a 
few days, where years were previous 
ly required. Sanitation will become 
a great practical possibility, and every 
one, no matter how poor, can have a 
home of his own, far batter than the 
present ordinary dwelling. 

Transition stages such aa this in- 
volve rapid and decided changea from 
past modes of living, and, like all 
other civilizing iulluencies, alumin- 
ium will prove to boa great loveler, 
for wealth will decrcaso in the hands 
of the few ami Increase in those of 
the many. Old-time manufacturing 
producers will be killed off. ami 
thousands lose employment, to be re- 
employed in new industries or adap- 
tations of the old to the new.
